Declares It. Duty of Nether-' 
lands to Protest Measures 
That Infringe Neutrals’ Rights 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

THE HAGUE, Holland—The text of 
the .foreign minister’s reply , to the 
British minister’s letter, notifying him 
of the Allies’ reprisal measures, is as fol- 
lows: 

In your letter of Ist inst., your” Ex- 
cellency kindly, informed me of a dec- 
laration issued by your government ex- 
plaining that as a result of the posi- 
tion in which Great Britain and France 
find themselves, in consequence of the 
declaration of the German government 
of Feb. 4, the British government, in 
agreement with the Republic, has found 
itself obliged to resort to retaliatory 
measures, in order to prevent goods of 
any and every description from entering 
or leaving Germany. Further, that the 
governments referred to consider them- 
selves authorized to hold up and take 
to their harbors all ships carrying goods 
which can be supposed to be of enemy 
origin, or to be destined for, or owned 
by, their enemies. These ships and 
cargoes will not. be confiscated unless 
they are liable to capture for other rea- 
sons. , On the 16th inst., your Excel- 
lency kindly made me-acquainted with 
the text of the order in council, con- 
taining the measures announced in the} 
aforementioned declaration. 

‘In reply to these communications I 
have™the ‘honor to call the attention of 
your Exeellency to the following: Her 
Majesty’s government does not wish to 
pass judgment on the question as. to 
whether the measures of war, taken, by 
the belligerents for their mutual injury, 
are justifiable or not. Nevertheless it 
is the duty of the Netherlands, as a 
neutral power, to raise her voice against 
such. Measures, in so far as they in- 
fringé the stated policies of the rights 
of neutrals, 

From the very beginning of the war 
her Majesty’s government, with a view 
to the preservation of its rights as a 
neutral power, and, what is of greater 
value, in the interest of the common 
cause, international law, has” ‘protested 
against all and any atta¢k by belliger- 
ent powers on the rights of the neutrads. 
Its attitude must not alter in regard 
to the measures now taken, in so far 
as they are a vwlation of the great 
policy laid down in. the declaration: of 
Paris, according to which both neutral 
or hostile property, with the exception 
of: contraband of war, is inviolable, if 
covered by a neutral flag. : 

Putting,» aside this rule, the order in 
council. decides that the British navy 
shall apply compulsory measures, not 
only with regard to all private property 
of the enemy, whether bearing the char- 
acter of contraband or not, but also 
to tlie property of neutrals where there 
is suspicion of its being either destined 
for the enemy or even of enemy 
origin. The regulations of the order in 
council imply the'possibility of a milder 
application in the case of neutral prop- 


erty, but without stating accurately the | 


line of conduct to be followed to pro- 
tect the interests of shipping and 
commerce, 

Art. VIII. reveals the posibility of 
a milder application of the regulations 
of the order in council in regard to 
ships from all countries which may have 
declared “that. no shipments. of. goods 
either to or from Germany, or of. Ger- 
man property, shall take place under 
their ‘flag. I think it useful’ to point 
out that the Netherlands government 
could not, in such case, make a.declara: 
tion in this sense; in its opinion the

self-evidently is opposed to its entering 
upon an engagement.of the kind. 
Before publishing the order in ‘eoun- 
cil, your Excellency kindly gave me the 
assurance ‘ thatthe - interest of the 
Netherlands and her oversea possessions 
would be“amply provided for. However 
lenient the application of the ordér in 
council may ‘be, however, the Nether- 
lands government cannot be- silent in 
the face of the serious infringement 
made ‘by this decree on a policy of in- 
ternational law, which was established 
over half a century ago and ratified by 
all powers.

The 
compromise eventually decided upon re- 
sulted in the declaration which had since 
been made public. 

This difference of opinion at.the out- 
set, the writer proceeded, continued -to 
prevail throughaut:. the session; on the 
one hand there was a definite movement 
in favor of the reversal of the policy. of: 
Aug. 4, and on the other a no less def- 
inite determination to maintain that 
policy.. Needless \to say, both factions 
were equally actuated by the honest de- 
sire to serve the,party and the working 
classes; and both were doubtless quite 
willing to arrive at. an ’understanding; 
a consummation which was, however, 
found. to. be impossible. 

Herr ‘Haenisch’ believed, nevertheless, 
that there’ would be no real cléavage in 
the ranks of the Social Democrats.

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VARIOUS CHINESE 
DIALECTS CAUSE. . 
MANY DIFFICt

CANTON, China—The multiplication 
of dialects which differ from one-another 
to such an:extent as to be ‘almost sep- 
arate languages has always caused @ 
great deal of ‘difficulty in ‘intercourse 
between the inhabitants. of the various 
provinces of China,,and has militated 
against the unity of the people 4n social 
and political matters. 

Many schemes have been put forward 
as remedies for this and of them all the 
most practical seems to be the adoption 
of Mandarin as the official tongue. The 
language spoken in’ Pekin is far. easier 
to learn than many of the provincial 
dialects, as it has fewer tones, and, wisi 
slight variations, is probably spoken by 
a greater proportion of the population, 
than any of the others. In ‘the Capton 
province an impetus has been. giver 
the study of Mandarin by ‘the fact that 
the district’ magistrates, in accordance 
with a ‘wise presidential. order, which 
forbids a judge to.sit in his native 
province, wart all‘are unacquainted 
with Cantonese... 

Nowadays many of .the Chinese law- 
yers in Canton cannot practise in the} 
city because- they cannot address the 
judge in his.own tongtie, and to do away 
with this ‘and other difficulties of a 
similar nature which have arisen, © a 
school is. to be opened in the Law col- 
lege of Canton at which the students :of 
the college and others may learn the:

Gary, Ind.; Youngstown, 0.; Inland ‘Har- 
bor, Ind,; Buffalo; Woodward, Ala., and 
another in the South, all are increasing 
or, éstablishing facilities for benzol 'pro- 
\dyction. A plant-at Marcus Rock, Pa., is 
nearly completed for the manufacture of } 
intermediates omma lafge scale.

Secrets of the Stock Pot to Bé Had for the Reading 


When the rare value of the stock pot 
where soups, gravies or sauces are used 


such pots found in actual commission, 
one containing the red stock and one the 
We cannot do better than fol- 
low the English recipe for the making of 
the contents, for the idea has been bor- 
rowed from the’ English kitchen, where 
it is an established fact.

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Legislative. Committee on Raail- 
roads Sets April 27 as Date 
When Public Will Be Given 
_ Opportunity for Discussion 


“It was voted by the Legislature’ $s rail- 
roads committee ‘today to give a public 
hearing next fuesday, April 27, at 11 
i. m., on the New. Haven railroad. re- 
funding bill. Some of the members of 
the committee questivned’, the advisa- 
bility of granting all thé ‘authority -pro- 
vided for in the bill before:¢he Legisla- 
ture and wished to give the. publie an 
opportunity to speak on the subjéct ata 
public hearing. 

With the Boston & Maine reorganiza- 
tion bill in the Senate, where it was 
received from the committee on rail- 
roads Tuesday afternoon, the measure 
today is on the second course of its 
career, 

Practically the only change in the bill 
as it came from the hands of the public 
service commission relates to the Hamp- 
den railroad. 

The new section permits the Boston & 
Maine to issue stock, notes or bonds in 
taking over the Hampden, the original 
bill having limited the company’s pow-' 
ers solely to the issuance of stock, an 
it also gives the public service commis- 
sion increased supervisory powers. 

No change has been made by the. com- 
mittee in section 7, dealing with the 
financing of the reorganization, and in 
respect to one of the provisions of which 
tne public service commissioners differed 
with their counsel, George W. Anderson. 

At yesterday’s executive session of the 

railroads committee an effort was made 
to refer to the next General Court the 
bills authorizing the New Haven to place 
itself on a sound financial basis in the 
proposed refunding process. Senator 
McLane made the motion to refer and 
Senator Wells immediately seconded it. 
Chairman Hobbs insisted that there 
- be no immediate action on the New 
Haven matters and finally persuaded the 
committee to postpone consideration un- 
til today. 

The New Haven bills are similar to 
measures which were presented in Rhode 
Island and Connecticut, following a study 
of the relations between railroads and. 
the legislatures of the various states by 
the public service authorities. 

In substance they ask that the road 
be authorized to fund its floating debt 
of approximately $53,000,000, a large por- 
tion of which is due next month. 

At the hearings on this situation, 
President Elliott pointed out that ne 
present short-term notes outstan 
constitute a heavy burden, because high 
* rates sof. interest have to be~ paid oa 
them and asked for méasures which 
would provide various methods by which 
these notes could be taken up and re- 
placed by securities bearing lower rate’ 
and running for longer terms.

The Governor declared the session had 
accomplished little.

Senate passed the bill introduced 
by Sehator Read of Camden county, fix- 
ing Oct. 19 as the, date for the special 
election on proposed amendments to -the 
constitytion; including the. woman suf- 
frage amendment. The House had al- 
ready passed the bill put in-by Assem- 
blyman Peacock of Burlington county. 
setting the date as Sept. 21. When the 
Read bill came up in the House, Peacock 
charged that it was a move to-keep 
the women from voting this year. Oct. 
19 is the last registry day for the gen- 
eral election. A committee of senators 
met With a committee of assemblymen 
and Oct..19 was accepted, Peacock alone 
dissenting: 

Speaker Godfrey’s bill, that would have 
kept Labor Commissioner Bryant in 
office for two years more than his. regu- 
lar term, passed by the House over -the 
Governor’s veto, but the Senate did’ not 
act on it..

cent. The latter part of 1914 showed a 
sharp slowing down in growth, so that 
the company is meeting fully as large 
an expansion in income at present as 
at’ any time during the war period. 
Growth of Bell Telephone stations so far 
during 1915 has been about 65 per cent 
as large as for the corresponding portion 
of 1914.

The President’s Speech 


Most people will admit that when Mr. Wilson speaks his words 
give evidence of the most thoughtful consideration. In his address, 
yesterday, to the Associated Press, this was particularly noticeable. 
The President was face to face with one of the great news-purveying 
corporations of the world, and he was face to face with it, at a 
moment, when extreme accuracy of statement was of the utmost 
importance, and yet when extreme accuracy of statement did not 
appear to be the one desideratum in the press generally. There was, 
indeed, as the President quite truly insisted, news and news, and 
even Turtle Bay news, and he seized the occasion to request the jour- 
nalists of the United States to banish Turtle Bay news to Saturn, 
and to achieve a reputation for accuracy and moderation, 
would prove a real asset to humanity in preparing the thought of the 
world for the serious work of making peace with which the war 
must end. : 

No man knows better than the President that it 18 not the 
metier of a neutral power to attempt to impose terms upon bellig- 
crents. He realizes that. any such attempt would widens rather 
than circumscribe the area of. conflict. At the same time he is 
aware of the unquestionable influence of a power which essays 
the role of a peace-maker with hands unsullied by partizanship. 
To what extent it is possible for any nation to view a world conflict 
without bias, it is not easy to say. The human mind consists of 
eiotions cemented with prejudice. Only in rare instances does it 
express the judicial faculty, or even attempt to express it, at. all. 
\We believe that Mr. \Wilson has, to a wonderful extent, held him- 
self aloof from racial paftizanship in the present struggle. But 
even he gave evidence in his speech of a determination to conserve 
the interests of the United States in a way precisely similar to 
that laid claim to by the statesmen of all the bethgerent powers, 
i differing circumstances. 

In spite, however, of all this, the President stands on firm 
ground, in the fact, on which we have repeatedly insisted in these 
columns, and on which, on the present occasion, the President himself 
insisted, ‘that the United States is less intimately concerned than 
any other neutral power in the terms of settlement. Neither the 
Scandinavian powers of the north, nor the Latin powers of the south 
can possibly pretend that their interests will be entirely unaffected 
by the terms of peace. Least of all can Italy or the Balkan neutrals 
Maintain this. There is not one of these powers which must not, 
in the very nature of things, be deeply concerned in the negotiations. 
With the United States it is different. No territorial dislocations 
cai in any way affect her. Her sole interest in the question is one 
of sentiment. But it is just here that the President sees the rock 
ahead, and appeals to the nation. 

Much has been done; by certain interests in the country to create 
distrust of the President in Europe. The belligerent peoples are not, 
and could scarcely be expected to be, so balanced in their judgment 
as to be unmoved by such expressions as have frequently been given 
utterance'to in the press of the Untted States. Great nations in the 
throes of a struggle’ for existence, as it seems to them, are-not im- 
pressed by fervid exploitations of state documents in a sense contrary 
to their actual purport. Nor when one racial element threatens to 
organize itself as a microcosm in the state, and another racial element 
vociferously insists that the state is being held up by this microcosm, 
is the influence of the country sustained abroad. In his appeal to 
the press and to the country to adopt an attitude of dignified restraint 
and moderation, the President was undoubtedly consulting the true 
interests not only of one country but of humanity... More has been 
done than enough, muchj more than the country is aware, by a mis- 
chievous misrepresentation of its true attitude, to confuse and 
antagonize public opinion in other countries.

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“Where ‘Woman’s . Citizenship’ Is Tested. 


In the last Boston city: election the number of women voters 
registered and qualified to vote for membersof the school committee 
was 9413; the number’ that actually cast ballots was’ 3949, or about 
41 per cent. In Chicago at the recent, city election the percentage’ of 
‘registered women voting was about 86. These figures come very 
near touching the’extremes. Of course;the registration.of women in 
“Boston at the last city election represented only a fraction of those 
. entitled tQ the limited franchise: In Chieago the proportion of 
women to men voters was better. But it may be accepted that 
throughout the country, except.in the suffrage states, where interest 
among women in public affairs is fresh and active, there is neglect of 
such voting privileges as the law allows. ’ 

Yet this is not the main question, as we view it. Gradually, it is 
tobe hoped, women’s interest in politics will increase. It may be 

~ asstimed that their interest’ in a.short time in community affairs will ' 
be equal to that of men: * But this will not: suffice if the benefits 
pyomised to result from equal suffrage are to be realized. Women’s 
‘Strongest plea for the ballot is founded on the admitted fact that men 
. have not fulfilled their duties as citizens. We are told that if women 
“are granted equal political rights with men the-former will rise to'the 
moral. obligations that go with the privilege; that they will not be, 
content simply with periqdical enthysiasm, with the perfunctory cast- 

- ing of their vote, with delegating to a machine, or to a machine instru- 
ment, powers which they themselves should exercise. 

It j is regrettable that we are in the main without proof so far of 
women’s ability or. of their. determination to better things in this 
particular, Allowing the disproportion between the women entitled 
to vote, the women who registered, and the women who actually 
voted in Boston at the last city election to pass altogether, the fact 
remains that nearly 4000 women did go to the polls. These may, 
we think, be put down as women having the welfare of the public 
‘school system, the public schools and the pyblic ‘school children of 
Boston largely at heart. Let the circumstance that they took the - 
trouble to go to the polls be accepted as prima facie evidence of this 
fact. But this, it appears, is all they have done. There is nothing 
else to support the belief that their interest in the public schools: is 
constant. [It is not in evidence that any considerable part of the 
4000 atterrd meetings of the school committee. It is not in evidence 
that aily considerable part of the 4000 displays an interest in. school 
committee politics: ‘ We do not hear that any considerable number 
of the'4000 may be called: upon when, necessary to stem or defeat the 
machinations of those. who would use the school committee for 
unworthy ‘purposes.7~In short, it appears to be the case that the. 
women voters in this particular are not tobe relied ‘on to any greater 
degree than the men voters. 

While’a B&ton condition is- taken for a text, the matter is one 
of general and not of merely local importance, ’ and ’the lesson it , 
teaches may have the very. widest application... If the country is to’ 
gain from équal suffrage, it must be because women shall perform. a 
part in civic affairs that men have failed to perform. Even,a fraction 
of one per cent of the proportion of women ‘who vote in Boston 
attending school committee meetings as observers, intelligently 
informing themselves with regard” to school committee proceedings, 
active in holding school’committees to their responsibility, vigilant in 
observation. of the: work of those to whom, they have committed 
public education, ready at all times to give moral support to right- 
eous administration of one of}the most sacred of trusts; Mate 
’ accomplish” ‘great results.
